Fry Fire District - Learn before you burn. When burning yard waste 

and debris, follow these important steps. 1) Check the weather 

conditions. Do not burn when it is windy or when vegetation is very 

dry. 2) Look Up. Chose a safe burning site away from powerlines, 

overhanging limbs, buildings and vehicles. 3) Look Around. The burn 

site should be surrounded by gravel or dirt for at least 10 feet in all directions.              

4) Prepare Your Pile. Keep the items to be burned in a small and manageable pile and 

add additional items as the fire burns down. 5) Prepare The Site. If using a burn barrel, 

make sure it is made of metal, has three screened vents and a metal top screen.           

6) Fire Out. Always stay with your fire until it is completely out. Drown the fire with 

water, turn over the ashes with a shovel and drown it again. 7) Follow Up. Check the 

burn area regularly over the next several days to make sure it is completely out. 

Animal Control – Snakes are all around us! As the temperatures rise, they will be 

getting more active. When you are outside, please be careful where you place your  

feet and hands and make sure your dogs are protected. ACO sends a friendly reminder 

to make sure that your dogs are up to date with all of their vaccinations. If you live 

within the city limits, you must register and license your dog with the town. If you do 

not, it can result in a violation of the town code 6.05.050 (Licenses and Tags) and 

6.05.030 (Vaccination required) and a citation could be issued
